Where They are and What They are 
Doing.

Editor British Colonist:— It is some 
time aiueo I wrote you ooncernins- tho 
trained Indians. From tho heaJiug you 
will see that what is loft of tho party is in 
Franco with J. W. Myor.s' great .\inoricau 
Circus, where wo have boon engaged dur- 
ing the summer, traveling from one town 
to another. We average four diil'urout 
oitios every waok, so you can imagiuo tho 
number of citios tlio Indians have visitod 
in Franco since last i^Iay. Our cngago- 
moiit couoludos in November next, whou 
we shall arrivo back in I^ari:i. I am then 
in hopes of sending tho remaining num- 
ber back to tkeir homes. The Indiana 
have not pioved a success, as the paoplo 
of England and France say they aro East 
Indiana, and En at Indiana can bo soon 
daily in tho street;! uf Loiulou and I'arid, 
nud far better-looking specimens of tho 
Indian than tho pi/rty I havo. 

When Capt. Macdouald was in Loudon 
the Indiana recineHtsd him to allow them 
to rerbairi in Europe, expootinj:, as I 
did at the time, that they would make 
money; but unfortunately the whtul of 
fortune turned against ua, and up t» tho 
proaaut tuue 've have not realized our ox- 
pectatioua. Although wo have ijoen un- 
fortunate no Wamo whatarer can bo at- 
tached to Oapt. Maodonald by.the Indi iur 
or their friends, as tho Captain "did for 
thorn more than auj- other man on earth 
would do. Ho raised theia from lii 
impecunious position to one of lu.\:ury. 
Thousands of white people would ^ive 
ton years of their lives to have tho .sauii.i 
ohauca as the Indians havo had in visiting 
Europe. Ever since they left. California 
they have never known what it is to want 
for anything; but they are an un.'^ruteful 
set. The more a per.son docs tor tlieui Iho 
loss thanks ho receives. I shall fool hnp- 
py when this engagement is concludiul 
and the Indians return homo. Thoy long 
to return to their original sphere and tho 
sooner they do so tho happier I flball bo. 

The only remaining Victoria Indians in 
the party aro "Annie Neigh, " (sho is in 
the consumption), "Luey Sinilh," "Mary 
Jones," and "Charles Pathlo.' Tho last 
three are in the very host of health. John 
Smith was put in the hosi)itid in Bordaaux 
in tho consumptive ward. I have written 
latter after letter to tba hospital and never 
raoeivod o reply. I heard the other day 
that ho wont to his home in Victoria some 
tima ago. If such is tho fact, no doubt 
that accounts for my not hearing from 
him in the ho.-ipital. It ho has arrived 
homo yoH will confer n great favor on mo 
by letting me know by return of mail, as 
I do not want "to leave .vhiin' jn^Eiiropo 
when tho others go hoinis. If yon send 
me a copy of your paper you will also 
greatly oblige me, as I have not seen a 
copy for over a year.
